JUDICIAL ADVISER'S REPORT 


SOME INTERESTING EXTRACTS. 


I am, however, far from saying that cases of 
javenile offenders in Cairo are now desit with 
inan entirely satisfactory manner. There is 
still moch room for improvement. Soch cases 
shoold be far leas nomerous than they are at 
present, and mary of those who ara now brought 
op as aconsed persons bef re me should never 
have been committed for trial at all. I still 
notice that casea are submitted to the Coort 
whioh are of a very trifling natore and ought 
therefore to have been fied. In others it is 
adolt persons who are principally concerned ; 
the jnveniles being merely implicated throogh 
filial affection or similar motives and shoald 
not have been pat upon their trial. For instance,

Sending Chiidren to Prison! 

Por some considerable time past it has been 
beonming more and more evident to the autho- 
nities that far too many young children are sent 
to prison in Ezypt. Not that Bgypt presents a 
pecnliar spectacle in this respect, for the same 
phenomenon is aohappily observable in moat 
countries, and is everyshere proving a rource 
of anxiety to legislators and prison reformers 
And it obviously is a matter of the first im- 
portance. One of the principal aims of modern

Revision of the Penal Code. 

As far as this coaotry 
most be admitted that this unsatisfactory 
state of things was large!y doe to the defsotive 
condition of the law, before the recent revision 
of the Penal Code. The old article 58 drew a 
higbly theoretical and highly artificial dis 
tinotion betwesn the case: where the child was 
sopposed to have acted “with disoeroment’’ 
and those where he had not. In the former 


case the jodge was boand to oc nviet and to 


sar tence the offender to fine or imprisonment. 
He had no power to send him to a reformatory. 
That course was only open to bim if he foond 
that the child had acted without discernment, 
in which case be bad to acquit, bot might, 
nevertheless, if he thoaght proper, send the 
boy to a reformatory. Of course, in practices, 
the proof of discernment or its absence was 
always difficult, and some jadgas babitaally 
took one view snd rome another, which led 
to very ansatisfactory results. The new law, 
therefore, swept away the whole of this

two families qaarrel with one other. The son 
or danghter, seeing their father or mother 
being aasaclted, attacks the otber party or 
insults bim. The aon or dangbter is considered 
by the police to have taken part in the quar- 
rel, ani is conseqaeotly prosecuted. The case 
comes op to the Javenile Offenders Court avd 
one observes that all the accused are grown-up 
men or women, with « young boy or girl, tried 
with then, besanse they have attacked or 
affronted the assailant o! their parent. 


Before concluding, 1 desire to call attention
